The Governor's budget recommendation is based upon a revenue estimate which projects an 11.3%
increase over FY 2006 actual collections (line 2). Based on current law, and using existing expenditure
levels authorized last year, that revenue projection would yield a year-end balance of $238.1 million in
General Funds. In addition to deficiency warrants, supplementals, and rescissions, the Governor is
recommending that $113.7 million of this balance be transferred into the Permanent Building Fund in FY
2007 for projects recommended in the FY 2008 budget (line 10).
